I  am  sure  you  have  been  following  our  men's  basketball  team  this  year. 
We  are  very  proud  of  their  fine  record  and  the  recognition  that  they  have 
brought  to  the  institution.  Coach  Mike  Jones  and  the  team  members  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  a  very  outstanding  year. 

The  team  started  the  year  with  four  goals.  They  were  as  follows:  (1)  To  win 
the  South  Junior  College  Division  Championship.  (2)  To  win  the  State  Junior 
College  Championship.  (3)  To  win  the  Region  23  title  and  (4)  To  win  the  Na- 
tional Community/Junior  College  tournament.  We  have  to  give  them  a  3.75 
record  out  of  a  possible  4.0  for  their  efforts. 

They  beat  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  88  to  74  on  February  23  for  the  South 
Division  title,  beat  Northeast  Community  College  76  to  73  on  February  23  for 
the  State  title,  beat  Northeast  Community  College  83  to  76  on  March  3  for 
the  Region  23  title  and  proceeded  to  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  for  the  NJCAA 
Tournament. 

The  Wolves  lost  the  first  game  to  Vincennes  University  be  a  score  of  82  to 
79  in  overtime.  They  responded  from  that  game  to  win  three  in  a  row  by 
defeating  Arizona  Western  College  of  Yuma,  Arizona,  by  a  score  of  107  to 
86,  Westchester  College  of  Valhalla,  New  York,  by  a  score  of  64  to  62  and  a 
very  fine  Jacksonville,  Texas,  team  in  a  double  overtime  by  a  score  of  104  to 
91 .  Their  efforts  netted  the  seventh  place  trophy  for  the  Wolves  and  Region 
23.  The  young  men  and  Coach  Mike  Jones  finished  the  season  with  a  33  and 
2  record. 

Our  women  did  not  do  as  well  but  they  managed  to  finish  the  season  with  a 
19  and  6  record.  Coach  Gwyn  Young  and  our  ladies  also  deserve  our  con- 
gratulations for  a  fine  season.

Foundation  to  begin  campaign 


The  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
Foundation,  Inc.,  Board  of  Directors, 
meeting  on  January  19,  voted 
unanimously  to  begin  a  capital  fund 
campaign,  to  hire  a  professional  con- 
sultant firm,  and  to  employ  a  full-time 
Executive  Director. 

The  foundation  board  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  Cargill  study  recommenda- 
tions, with  a  capital  fund  campaign  to 
be  conducted  over  a  three-year 
period. 

Last  spring  the  board  hired  a  con- 
sultant firm,  Cargill  Associates  of  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  to  conduct  a  study  to 
determine  if  such  a  campaign  was 
feasible.  "The  study  was  very 
positive,"  according  to  Lester  Furr  of 
Wesson,  foundation  president. 

Board  members  also  voted  to  hire 
Cargill  as  professional  consultants 
during  the  campaign. 

Additionally,  the  board  voted  to 
employ  a  full-time  Executive  Director 
of  the  Foundation  and  Alumni  Affairs. 
A  recommendation  by  Dr.  Billy  B. 
Thames,  Co-Lin  president,  for  the 
position  will  be  made  at  the  next  foun- 
dation meeting. 

A  job  description  for  the  position  as 
Executive  Director  was  given  ap- 
proval. 


It  was  recommended  that  the  time 
frame  for  the  campaign  be  determin- 
ed after  consulting  with  Cargill  of- 
ficials.

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Planning  for  effectiveness 


Copiah-Lincoln  is  known  as  "The 
Place  To  Be...  A  Winner"  in  many 
respects.  The  winning  spirit,  the 
quality  of  the  instructional  programs, 
the  quality  of  life  and  other  attributes 
which  make  Co-Lin  the  place  to  be 
are  not  an  accident.  These  things 
don't  just  happen!  There  must  be  a 
plan,  and  there  must  be  a  dedication 
and  a  willingness  to  carry  out  that 
plan...  that  plan  and  that  dedica- 
tion/willingness must  be  continual; 
the  plan  must  be  kept  current  and  the 
dedication/willingness  must  be  kept 
alive  and  vibrant. 

The  administration  and  faculty  at 
both  campuses  of  Copiah-Lincoln  are 
currently  engaged  in  a  planning  pro- 
cess to  assure  that  the  mission  of  the 
college  and  the  goals  and  objectives 
which  undergird  that  mission  are 
reached.  This  planning  process  is 
continually  ongoing,  but  a  special 
emphasis  began  several  months  ago 
when  faculty  members  were  asked  to 
write  their  own  individual  goals  and 
objectives  for  self  advancement  and 
self  fulfillment.  All  faculty  members 
performed  this  task,  and  in  doing  so 
accomplished  at  least  two  particular 
important  objectives:  (1)  the  exercise 
itself  led  each  faculty  member  to 
have  a  better  understanding  of  their 
own  goals  and  objectives;  (2)  the  in- 
formation provided  through  this  exer- 
cise allowed  division  chairpersons 
and  college  administrators  to  ex- 
amine divisional  goals  and  institu- 
tional goals  in  light  of  generalizations 
drawn  from  the  individual  goals  and 
objectives. 

The  next  phase  of  the  process  in- 
volved an  all  day  meeting  of  the  dean 
of  instruction  and  all  instructional 
division  chairpersons.  This  meeting 
centered  around  the  formulation  of 
prioritized  goals  and  objectives  for 
the  college,  as  seen  through  the  eyes 
of  personnel  in  the  instructional  wing 
of  the  institution. 

The  last  phase  of  this  particular 
process  will  involve  a  planning 
meeting  of  the  president  with  chief 
administrative  officials  of  the  college. 
This  meeting  will  also  focus  on  short 


and  long  range  prioritized  goals  and 
objectives  of  the  college.  Needs  of 
the  college  will  be  prioritized  so  that 
the  institution  may  continue  to  carry 
out  its  mission  in  the  most  effective 
manner  possible. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  college  in 
accomplishing  its  mission  is  a  matter 
which  has  received  growing  attention 
during  the  past  several  months.  New 
criteria  for  the  accreditation  process, 
established  by  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools,  has 
caused  college  officials  to  take  a 
much  closer  look  at  how  effective 
they  actually  are  in  meeting  the 
specific  objectives  which  are  compo- 
nent parts  of  the  overall  mission  of 
the  college.  No  longer  can  officials 
simply  point  to  materials,  equipment, 
facilities,  library  holdings,  etc.  as  a 
means  of  assessing  the  effectiveness 
of  the  college  in  accomplishing  its 
mission.  Nor  can  officials  rely  on  the 
quality  of  graduates  as  they  exit 
through  the  doors  of  an  institution  to 
tell  their  success  story.  There  is  a 
growing  need,  even  an  expectation, 
for  officials  to  show  "value  added" 
for  those  students  who  come  through 
the  doors  of  the  institution.  The 
"value  added"  concept,  simply 
stated,  refers  to  a  measurable 
amount  of  that  quality  or  those 
qualities  (knowlege,  skills,  attitudes, 
etc.)  which  a  student  has  gained  from 
an  institution  between  the  time 
he/she  enters  and  the  time  of  exit. 

There  are  a  number  of  factors 
which  can  be  considered  in  determin- 
ing what  a  student  has  gained  bet- 
ween the  point  of  entrance  and  the 
point  of  exit.  Some  factors  include 
pre-test  results  (general  knowledge 
and  specific  subject  matter),  suc- 
cesses of  students  who  transfer  to 
universities,  job  placement  ratios, 
successes  of  graduates  who  are 
employed  upon  graduation,  etc. 
These  factors  and  others  must  be  ac- 
counted for  in  measuring  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  institution  in  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  community  it  serves. 

In  giving  institutional  effectiveness 
concept  the  attention  that  it  deserves, 
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President  Billy  B.  Thames  has  ap- 
pointed a  special  Institutional  Effec- 
tiveness Study  Committee  to  make 
an  extensive  study  of  what  can  be 
done  to  measure  the  effectiveness  of 
the  college,  what  is  currently  being 
done  to  measure  its  effectiveness, 
and  what  additional  measures  should 
be  undertaken  to  measure  the  institu- 
tion's effectiveness  in  meeting  its 
goals  and  objectives.  The  following 
people  serve  on  this  committee:  Mr. 
Kendall  Chapman,  chairman;  Mr. 
Mike  Mclntyre;  Mrs.  Zoula  Strong; 
Mr.  Donnie  Lawson;  Dr.  Joey  Paul; 
Mrs.  Diana  Martello;  and  Ms. 
Geraldine  Brown.  The  committee's 
responsibilities  will  also  be  to  ex- 
amine the  college  mission  itself  and 
re-evaluate  its  appropriateness  to  the 
needs  of  the  community  served.  The 
committee  will  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  administration  as  to  what 
shouid  be  done  and  how  it  should  be 
done  to  improve  the  overall  effec- 
tiveness of  the  college. 

Planning  for  effectiveness  has 
become  and  will  remain  an  important 
part  of  college  life.  It  is  our  way  of 
assuring  that  Co-Lin  remains  "The 
Place  To  Be.!"

Perritt  wins  Literary  Hall  of  Fame 


The  late  Dr.  H.  Hardy  Perritt  is  the 
1988  inductee  for  the  sixth  annual 
Literary  Hall  of  Fame  on  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College's  Wesson 
campus. 

The  induction  ceremonies  will  be 
held  on  April  25  at  the  annual 
Microcosm/English  Club  Banquet. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Perritt  of 
Whitehouse,  Texas,  will  accept  the 
award  for  her  late  husband. 

Mrs.  Nancy  A.  Dykes,  instructor  in 
English  and  advisor  of  the  English 
Club,  and  Mrs.  Edna  Earle  Crews,  in- 
structor in  English  and  creative 
writing  and  Microcosm  advisor,  made 
the  announcement. 

Dr.  Perritt's  family  had  previously 
established  the  Hardy  Perritt  Award 
for  Writing  Excellence  at  Co-Lin. 

The  late  Dr.  Perritt  of  Whitehouse, 
Texas,  was  born  in  Copiah  County  in 
1918,  the  youngest  of  six  children 
born  to  F.  S.  and  Blanche  Perritt. 

At  the  age  of  four  he  began  school 
at  Oak  Ridge,  a  one-room  school  on 
the  Perritt  property,  built  by  his  father 
and  neighbors.  He  mastered  the  first 
grade  that  year.  In  1923  his  parents 
helped  develop  Centennial  School,  a 
four-room  building,  where  his  mother 
was  principal/teacher.  After  a  long  il- 
lness, Hardy  returned  to  school  in 
1925-26  and  was  placed  in  the  sixth 
grade  and  in  1928,  at  age  10  com- 
pleted the  eighth  grade.  He  enrolled 
at  Wesson  public  school  for  the  ninth 
grade  and  at  Copiah-Lincoln  High 
School  the  next  year.  At  Co-Lin  in 
high  school  and  junior  college  he  ex- 
celled in  academics  and  debate. 

Perritt  then  enrolled  at  LSU 
Teachers  College  with  majors  in 
English  and  political  science, 
graduating  in  1938  with  a  B.A. 
degree.  That  year  he  married 
Margaret  Floyd  and  he  accepted  a 
teaching  position  at  Kosciusko,  later 
teaching  at  Monroe  and  Ouachita 
Parish  (La.)  High  Schools.  Both  then 
enrolled  at  LSU  and  received 
master's  degrees  in  1942. 

Perritt  became  a  speech  instructor 
and  director  os  student  teaching  in 
speech  at  LSU.  He  resigned  to  join 


the  Navy  and  served  until  the  end  of 
World  War  II.  He  also  was  on  active 
duty  during  the  Korean  War  and  was 
active  in  reserve  status  for  30  years, 
retiring  with  the  rank  of  Commander. 

Perritt  then  taught  speech  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  for  four  years 
and  resigned  to  attend  the  University 
of  Florida  and  received  his  Ph.D. 
degree.  He  became  a  professor  at 
the  University  and  organized  their 
first  English  Language  Institute  for 
Foreign  Students. 

He  taught  three  years  at  the 
University  of  Alabama;  as  head 
master  of  Birmingham  University 
School;  Miles  Colleges  in  Birm- 
ingham; Oglethorpe  College  in  Atlan- 
ta, and  Texas  College  in  Tyler. 

As  a  consultant  of  education  and 
communication  he  held  a  Fulbright 
professorship  in  Brazil;  a  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  position  with 
the  Little  Rock  Public  Schools;  and 
an  office  of  Economic  Opportunity 
position  in  Atlanta. 

Perritt  authored  a  high  school 
English  textbook  series,  "Com- 
municative Arts."  He  was  a  con- 
tributing author  to  "Oratory  in  the  Old 
south  1828-1860"  and  "Antislavery 


and  Disunion."  His  dissertation, 
"Robert  Barnwell  Rhett— South 
Carolina  Succession  Spokesman,"  is 
on  microfilm  in  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. He  wrote  numerous  articles  for 
professional  journals  on  rhetoric 
linguistics  and  cybernetics.  He  also 
served  as  book  review  editor  for  the 
Southern  Speech  Journal  and  as 
president  of  the  Southern  Speech 
Association. 

Two  children  were  born  to  Hardy 
and  Margaret  Perritt.  Hank  is  a  law 
professor  at  Villanova  University  and 
Peggy  is  a  systems  analyst  at  St.  Vin- 
cent's Hospital  in  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

Perritt  died  June  12,  1986,  the  day 
before  his  68th  birthday. 

The  Literary  Hall  of  Fame,  spon- 
sored by  Co-Lin's  English  Club, 
honors  an  alumnus  each  year  who 
has  distinguished  himself  or  herself 
through  writing. 

Previous  winners  are  the  late  J. 
Edgar  Simmons,  poet,  1983;  the  late 
Paul  Pittman,  journalist,  1984;  James

Wolves  win  south,  state,  region 


The  Wolves  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
outscored  Jacksonville  (Texas)  16  to 
3  in  the  second  overtime  period  to 
capture  a  104-91  win  and  a  seventh 
place  nation  finish  in  the  national 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
Tournament  in  Hutchinson,  Kansas. 

In  a  heart-stopping  finale,  the 
regulation  game  ended  81-81,  with 
the  first  overtime  at  88-88,  before 
Coach  Mike  Jones'  Wolves  absolute- 
ly went  wild  to  score  the  104-91  vic- 
tory in  double  overtime. 

The  win  gave  the  Wolves  a  33-2 
season  record,  with  Jacksonville, 
finishing  8th,  with  a  30-8  record. 

Co-Lin  won  the  consolation  cham- 
pionship with  three  wins  and  one 
loss.  The  loss  was  to  Vincennes,  Ind., 
University  82-79  in  overtime  in  the 
opening  round.  However,  the  Wolves 
outlasted  the  Vincennes  team  in  the 
tourney,  placing  higher.  The  Wolves 
won  as  many  games  as  the  teams 
placing  second,  third,  and  fifth  -  each 
had  to  get  three  wins  with  one  loss. 

Daron  Jenkins  of  Mendenhall 
scored  37  points  for  Co-Lin  against 
the  Texas  team,  followed  by  Derrick 
Stewart  with  23,  Frank  Chatman  with 
21,  Russell  Johnson  with  8,  Carlos 
Funchess  with  6,  and  Thomas  Mat- 
thews with  2.  Michael  Chaney  and 
Dennis  Dickey  also  played. 

Venezuela  natives  Herrera  with  31 
points  and  Estaba  with  31  led 
Jacksonville. 

Co-Lin  trailed  by  14,  62-48,  mid- 
second  half.  The  Texans  led  45-38  at 
halftime. 

With  14  seconds  left  in  the  regula- 
tion game,  the  Jaugers  tied  81-81.  In 
the  first  overtime,  Co-Lin  jumped  to  a 
quick  86-81  lead  before  Jacksonville 
scored  7  straight  points.  Chatman 
tied  the  game  88-88  with  just  seconds 
left. 

The  second  overtime  belonged  to 
Co-Lin  after  five  Jaugers  fouled  out, 
with  Co-Lin  scoring  16  points  to 
Jacksonville's  3. 

Copiah-Lincoln's  Wolves  upped 
their  record  to  32-2  by  defeating  a 
strong  Westchester  (Vahalla,  New 
York)  team  64-62  to  gain  the  spot  in 


the  final  consolation  game  in  the 
NJCAA  tournament  in  Hutchinson, 
Kansas. 

With  just  8  seconds  left  on  the 
clock,  the  Wolves  got  possession  of 
the  ball  and  Natchez'  Frank  Chatman 
hit  a  17-foot  jumper  to  give  Coach 
Mike  Jones'  Wolves  the  victory. 

The  Wolves  had  led  by  7  points 
with  just  over  3  minutes  left  in  the 
game,  but  Westchester  tied  the  game 
62-62  with  just  over  a  minute  to  go. 

Daron  Jenkins  added  17  points  to 
his  earlier  71  points  scored  in  the  first 
two  games  to  lead  all  scorers  in  the 
game.  Carlos  Funchess  hit  for  15 
points,  with  Russell  Johnson  getting 
12,  Derrick  Stewart  8,  and  Frank 
Chatman  and  Thomas  Matthews  6 
apiece.  The  Wolves  were  12  for  21 
from  the  field,  and  22  of  24  or  92  per- 
cent from  the  free  throw  line. 

Westchester,  who  led  27-25  at 
halftime,  was  led  by  Morgan  and  Nor- 
man with  14  points  each  and  hit  for 
75  percent  from  the  free  throw  line. 

The  win  sent  the  Wolves  into  the 
championship  game  in  the  consola- 
tion bracket,  assuring  either  a  na- 
tional final  finish  of  seventh  or  eighth. 

When  the  Wolves  and  supporters, 
a  total  of  38,  arrived  in  Hutchinson, 
Kansas,  it  was  learned  the  Wolves 
had  the  best  record  going  into  the 
tournament,  30-1,  with  the  only  loss 
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The  Wolves  defeat 
Northeast  for  a  second 
time,  beating  the  Tigers 
for  the  state  and  regional 
crowns.

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The  evaluation  process. . .

Any  type  of  business  or  institution 
must  occasionally  evaluate  its  perfor- 
mance. One  of  the  ways  in  which 
Copiah-Lincoln  evaluates  its  overall 
performance  as  an  institution  is  to 
evaluate  on  an  annual  basis  all  per- 
sonnel who  work  at  the  college.  That 
process  begins  in  the  fall  in  mid-to- 
late  November  when  students  are 
given  the  opportunity  and  encourag- 
ed to  rate  each  of  their  teachers  on  a 
four  point  scale  with  the  highest 
score  being  a  4.  Twenty  items  are  in- 
cluded on  this  rating  scale.  A  random 
sample  of  about  60%  of  all  classes  is 
selected  for  evaluation.  Careful  steps 
are  taken  by  the  dean's  office  to 
assure  the  absolute  annoniminity  of 
all  students  who  complete  evaluation 
forms. 

Faculty  members  receive  a  com- 
puter analysis  of  the  student 
responses  during  the  early  part  of  the 
spring  semester  following  the  fall 
semester  evaluation.  Faculty 
members  are  also  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  written  comments  made 
by  students  about  their  classes.  This 
process  gives  the  students  an  oppor- 
tunity to  evaluate  their  classroom  ex- 
periences and  have  a  voice  in  making 
suggestions  for  making  the  classes 
even  better.  It  also  gives  the  instruc- 
tor, at  least  once  per  year,  the  benefit 
of  student  comments  and  ratings 
which  can  be  used  to  foster  better 
methods  of  instruction.  Following 
their  review  of  the  evaluations  of  in- 
struction, instructors  are  asked  to 
complete  a  one  page  form  to  respond 
to  those  areas  which  students  feel 
are  deserving  of  improvement  and  to 
indicate  the  most  positive  aspects  of 
their  classes  as  seen  by  their 
students.  This  exercise  provides  the 
instructor  an  opportunity  to  respond 
to  their  evaluation  in  a  very  positive 
way  and  provides  a  basis  and  format 
for  their  own  personal  analysis  of 
their  evaluation  in  general. 

This  system  is  far  from  perfect,  but 
it  does   provide  for  an   encourage 


students  and  faculty  to  think  and  to 
consider  the  various  facets  of  the 
educational  setting.  It  provides  a 
framework  from  which  all  of  those  in- 
volved in  the  educational  process  can 
feel  that  they  have  some  voice;  it  also 
provides  a  format  for  keeping  abreast 
of  student  and  faculty  perceptions 
about  the  process;  and  it  provides  a 
launching  pad  for  the  improvement  of 
the  educational  process. 

The  next  phase  of  the  overall 
evaluation  process  takes  place  in 
early  spring  each  year.  All  college 
personnel  who  have  supervisory 
responsibilities  complete  an  evalua- 
tion instrument  for  each  of  those  in- 


dividuals they  supervise.  The  super- 
visor signs  the  evaluation  form  on  the 
appropriate  line  and  then  discusses 
the  evaluation  with  the  person  being 
evaluated.  Once  the  evaluation  con- 
ference has  been  held,  the  person 
evaluated  is  asked  to  sign  the  form 
on  the  appropriate  line,  indicating 
they  have  seen  the  evaluation.  The 
form  is  forwarded  through  ad- 
ministrative channels  until  it  finally 
reaches  the  desk  of  the  president. 
This  process  provides  an  opportunity 
for  supervisory  personnel  to  discuss 
performance  with  employees  on  an 
annual  basis  in  a  structured  environ- 
ment.

Foundation,  Inc.  in  Jackson. 

in  his  luncheon  keynote  speech, 
Senator  Pro-Tern  Glen  S.  Deweese  of 
Meridian  stated,  "I  commend  the 
community  and  junior  colleges  for 
carrying  education  to  the  people  of 
this  State.  You  are  the  leaders  in 
vocational-technical  education  and 
the  key  to  training  people  for  in- 
dustry. I'm  convinced  that  you  are 
also  the  key  to  economic  develop- 
ment." 

Also  appearing  on  this  blue  ribbon 
panel  of  speakers  were:  Elwyn 
Wheat,  director  of  Bureau  of  Voca- 
tional and  Technical  Education;  Dick 
Acker,  executive  director  of  the 
Jackson  Enterprise  Center;  David 
Murphree,  president,  Institute  for 
Technology  Development;  Sally  Bay 
Cornwall,  vice  president  for 
Technology  Transfer,  Institute  for 
Technology  Development;  Bob  Pitt- 
man,  president,  Mississippi 
Economic  Council;  Alice  Lusk,  assis- 
tant director  of  Business  Services, 
Mississippi  Research  and  Develop- 
ment Center;  and  Joe  Dove,  director 
of  Area  Development  and  Consumer 
Relations,  Mississippi  Power  and 
Light  Company. 

Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  president  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  who 
was  substituting  for  Former  Governor 
William  F.  Winter,  chairman  of  the 
State  Advisory  Council  stated  that, 
"The  Community  and  Junior  Col- 
leges are  pulling  it  all  together  by 
creating  resource  and  coordinating 
centers  which  provide  a  unique 
delivery  system  for  economic 
development  activities,  information 
and  programs  -  in  partnership  with  all 
other  economic  development  ac- 
tivities    and     groups     in     the 


State... without    duplicating    any    of 
their  activities." 

Thames  and  other  community  col- 
lege presidents  are  campaigning  in 
the  Legislature  for  a  bill  that  would 
establish  the  resource  and  coor- 
dinating centers  and  direct  the  col- 
leges to  develop  plans  to  aid  rural 
areas  suffering  chronic  unemploy- 
ment. 

"Our  priority  right  now  is  to  get  all 
15  centers  going,"  said  Bob 
Fouchard,  the  economic  develop- 
ment foundation's  executive  director. 
"We  have  the  best  delivery  system  in 
the  state.  We're  not  industry 
recruiters,  but  we  want  to  make  sure 
we  have  these  resource  centers  in 
place  so  that  when  an  industry  does 
come  in,  we  can  train  workers  and 
provide  a  good  education  for 
families." 

Fouchard  also  outlined  specific 
economic  development  objectives  for 
the  Foundation  which  include  short 
range  goals:  -Establishing  resource 
and  coordinating  units  at  each  of  the 
15  community  and  junior  colleges. 
-Work  with  the  Small  Business  Ad- 
ministration (SBA)  and  Small 
Business  Development  Center 
(SBDC)  to  establish  brancd  SBDCs  or 
sub-centers  on  community  and  junior 
college  campuses. 
-Assist  in  the  planning  and  develop- 
ment of  small  business  incubators  at 
certain  community  and  junior  college 
locations. 

-Pull  all  economic  development 
groups  into  a  positive  partnership 
within  the  community  and  junior  col- 
lege delivery  system,  and  promote 
this  partnership  to  the  public. 
-Educate  the  public  concerning  the 
purposes  of  the  Foundation  and 
publicize  the  opening  of  all  resource 
and  coordinating  units. 
-Develop  new  entrepreneurial  course 
curriculums,  establish  a  new  pool  of 
instructors  at  each  community  and 
junior  college  campus,  and  regularly 
conduct    business    start-up    and/or 
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assistance  workshops  at  each 
resource  and  coordinating  unit. 
-Interface  with  the  Institute  for 
Technology  Development  to  plan  ef- 
fective technology  transfer  programs, 
in  conjunction  with  federal  and  state 
programs,  at  each  resource  and  coor- 
dinating unit. 

-Assist  the  Mississippi  Research  and 
Development  Center  in  developing  a 
new,  comprehensive  data  bank. 

Additional  short-range  goals  in- 
clude obtaining  funding  from  the 
Mississippi  Legislature  to  establish 
resource  and  coordinating  units,  and 
raising  additional  funds  ($150,000) 
for  the  Foundation's  fiscal  year  1989 
operations. 

The  Foundation  also  has  long- 
range  goals.  The  group  will  work 
toward  these  over  the  next  year.  The 
goals  include: 

-Help  establish  electronic  com- 
munication networks  at  each 
resource  and  coordinating  unit  so  the 
units  may  access  information 
available  through  the  various  data 
banks  within  the  State  and  from  other 
sources,  and  so  each  unit  can  in- 
stantly communicate  with  all  others. 
-Assist  in  the  consolidation  of  all

-Obtain  funding  through  grants,  the 
private  sector,  and  local,  state  or 
federal  agencies  to  finance  complete 
electronic  communications  and  VCR 
equipment  for  each  resource  and 
coordinating  unit. 

-Help  establish  technology  transfer 
centers  in  each  resource  and  coor- 
dinating unit.

-Have  at  least  30  resource  and  coor- 
dinating units  in  operation  by  January 
1,  1989. 

-Raise  an  additional  $100,000  for  the 
Foundation  to  add  additional  person- 
nel and  equipment. 

The  Foundation  has  thus  far 
received  funding  support  from  each 
of  the  public  community  and  junior 
colleges,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
Mississippi-based  companies  in- 
cluding The  Wal  Mart  Foundation 
and  the  Elizabeth  M.  Irby  Foundation. 
In  addition,  the  Sears-Roebuck  Foun- 
dation provided  a  $20,000  grant 
through  its  "Keep  America  Working" 
project.  This  grant  was  awarded  to 
establish  and  implement  an  effective 
economic  development  partnership 
between  the  community  and  junior 
colleges,  business  industry  and 
labor,  and  to  contribute  to  the  human 
resource  development  of  the  present 


and  future  Mississippi  work  force. 

The  Foundation  is  staffed  by  Bob 
Fouchard,  executive  director,  and 
Marguerite  Hossley  Wall,  ad- 
ministrative assistant.  Before  his  ap- 
pointment as  Foundation  executive 
director,  Fouchard  was  employed 
with  the  Mississippi  Research  and 
Development  Center,  where  his 
primary  responsibility  was  the 
development  and  marketing  of  the 
Jackson  Enterprise  Center  (JEC). 
The  JEC  is  Mississippi's  first 
business  incubator  and,  like  the 
Foundation  office,  is  located  at  the 
Battlefield  Park  Industrial  Complex.

Libraries  purchase  new  equipment

The  libraries  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  have  purchased 
several  new  pieces  of  equipment  with 
funds  provided  this  year  by  the  state. 
In  August  1987,  Special  Legislative 
appropriations  awarded  $148,000  to 
the  Co-Lin  Wesson  campus  library 
and  $75,000  to  the  Co-Lin  Natchez 
campus  library. 

Ken  Chapman,  director  of  the 
Evelyn  W.  Oswalt  Memorial  Library 
on  the  Wesson  campus,  is  very 
pleased  with  the  new  equipment.  Of 
the  $148,000,  $64,000  was  spent  on 
new  computers  for  the  library,  the 


science,  math,  and  business  divi- 
sions, and  the  Learning  Center,  and 
also  for  television  equipment  for  the 
classrooms.  The  computers  in  the 
library  are  available  to  students  for 
studies  such  as  accounting  and  word 
processing.  The  equipment  for  the 
classrooms  includes  television 
monitors,  video  player/recorders,  and 
audio  equipment  for  the  Fine  Arts 
Listening  Center.  Approximately 
$25,000  of  video  tapes  were  also 
bought. 

A  microfiche  reader-printer  is  an 
important  new  item  for  student  use.  A 
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microfiche  is  a  4-by-6  inch  film  card 
which  photographically  reproduces 
written  text.  One  film  card  can  hold 
up  to  98  pages  of  written  text.  The 
microfiche  reader-printer  can  pro- 
duce a  paper  copy  of  the  information 
on  the  film  card. 

Some  of  the  awarded  money  was 
spent  for  the  conversion  of  older 
printed  magazines  to  microfiche.  Of 
the  28  magazine  titles  now  on 
microfiche,  included  are  American 
Journal  of  Nursing,  Business  Week, 
Ebony,  Ladies  Home  Journal, 
Newsweek,  and  Sports  Illustrated.
